The fumes and steam were so 
strong at times that the firemen wore 
Iriven from the hold, some in a fainting 
audition. It is difficult to estimate the 
exact loss, but it is thought from 60 to 
100 barrels out of ODD will prove a total 
loss. Fortunately the Signal escaped 
with very little damage. The fire was 
caused by sonic of the steampipes burst- 
ing and wetting the lime. The early 
discovery of tho lire nnd the very 
prompt and efficient cllbrts of the 
department averted great damage or 
probably the entire loss of lhe vessel.

I)., to-day submitted to the house the 
views of the majority of tho house com- 
mittee on the election of president, vice- 
president and representatives in congress 
on his bill to regulate in part the time 
and manner of holding elections of re- 
presentatives in congress, on which the 
committee authorized u favorable report 
some weeks ago. The majority of the 
committee believe, in the light of recent 
history, that the power vested by the 
constitution in congress to make or ulter 
such regulations should now be exerted 
to restrain the abuses in the re- 
districtiug of states, ao as to secure 
just, stable, and equal represen- 
tation of the people in congress, 
and then to prevent intimidation of any 
body ut elections for representatives in 
congress. The Minority committee also 
submit a report on tho bill. They say 
that it purposes to be aimed at the vice 
of gerrymandering, aud seeks to cut out 
by roots this system, as alleged to b;' 
practiced by States, when, in tact, il 
only transfers the system to a national, 
where we may expect in this enlarged 
lield to witness its highest development 
and reap ita ripest fruits. It profesaes 
to prohibit gerrymandering by the 
States, but invites ita adoption by con- 
gress.

San Francisco, May 3. — Probably 
the greatest expose that has taken 
place in Chinese matters since tho Ex- 
clusion act went into effect was made 
last night, and the facts were given out 
this morning. Driven to their wits end 
to defeat the Exclusion act, a most bold 
and desperate game was sought to bo 
played by the in-transit passengers on 
board the Gaelic, which arrived a few 
days ago. The effort was without suc- 
cess, but it shows that the oft-repeated 
assertion that no Chinaman that left 
this port in transit to Mexican ports 
would reach the United States 
is uumistakeably true. The exposa 
of the present pluu iH due to 
the shrewdness of CuUoma Inspector 
.1. E. Williams, who told the followim? 
story : Last night, between the hours of 
II and 10 o'clock, wdiile patrolling tbo 
deck of the steamer Gaelic, on duty, 
1 waa approached by one of the men in 
transit to Gucynias, and, with but little 
hesitation, the Chinntnan, who spoke 
fair English, remarked that I could 
have $200, provided I would put him- 
self and two others ashore. 1 consented 
to the arrangement and demanded §50 
down, which was paid and is now in 
my possession. 'The arrest of the 
Chinese briber followed, and he was 
locked up in a room on the Gaelic until 
this morning. 

Later. — The attempt of tbo China- 
men on board the steamer Gaelic to 
bribe the customs inspector to allow 
them to land, last night, has resulted 
in nothing more than to reveal 
the object which all coolies have in go- 
ing to Mexico by way of this route. 
Although a bribe was given, and the 
inspector desired to prosecute, aud the 
papers were drawn up and placed in the 
hands of the S. marshal, it was de- 
cided at the customs house in the 
idiscnee of Collector Phelps that tho 
offending China, ...m was not within tho 
jurisdiction of the United States, being 
on a British vessel, and that he could 
not he removed therefrom. U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney Carey thought the man 
could be prosecuted, but it was deter- 
mined not to proceed with the case, and 
the briber, whose money was returned, 
with 'J07 coolies, was permitted to sail 
[or Mexico on the Colima this after- 
noon.

VICTORIA 'S EXHIBITION. 

We trust that Victoria this year will 
have an agricultural exhibition worthy 
of itself and of the province. We an 
pleased to see that steps are alreadv 
being taken to make the exhibition u 
success. The Agricultural .Society an 
about to dispose of the grounds near 
Beacon Hill Park, which are altogethei 
unfitted for exhibition purposes, and to 
make arrangements with the Jockey 
Club so as to have the use of its track 
and grounds, to which it is proposed to 
make considerable improvements, These 
grounds are. well suited for exhibition 
purposes. They are within a short dis- 
tance of the tramway, which no doubt 
■will be extended to them, and there is 
ample room not only for the exhibition 
of stock, but for races, athletic games 
and other outdoor amusements. 

We nope that the two organization: 
will work together energetically and 
harmoniously to perfect the arrange- 
ments for the best exhibition that has 
ever been held in this province. In 
order to be able to do this they will 
require the assistance and co-operation 
of public-spirited islanders, both oi 
town and country. Jt is to be hoped 
that the projectors and managers of the 
exhibition will receive liberal encourage- 
ment. Tho exhibition, if it is what it 
ought to be, will be beneficial to the 
whole Island, and Victoria, particu- 
larly, will reap from it many advan- 
tages. It is tho interest, therefore, of 
all its citizens who wish to see annual 
exhibitions established here to con- 
tribute handsomely to what, we trust, 
will be the first of a long series. The 
enterprise is in good bands, and if it gets 
a fair measure of support, it will be 
something for Victorians to be proud of. 



AGAINST. 

The organ of the Opposition refuses 
to say directly and openly which side i 
takes on the redistribution question 
Rut although it is too cautious to coinmi 
itself by any definite statement, it is not 
difficult to see that its sympathies, like 
Mr. Grant's, are with the malcontents 
of the Lower Fraser and against the 
supporters of the measure, both on the 
other parts of the Mainland and on the 
island of \ ancouver. This is made 
very plain by an article in Friday's 
issue, in which it quotes, with approval, 
the Columbian's criticism on the Inland 
Sentinel's article in favor of the Gov 
crnment'a scheme of representation. 
The Columbian, by a mathematical 
argument, endeavors to show that the 
Lower Fraser is en tilled to nearly the 
whole of the representation of the 
Mainland. Of the 9,184 voters which, 
according to its calculation, there are on 
the Mainland altogether, it claims 
6,656, leaving only 'J.O'JS voters 
for all the Others districts. ]l 
arrives at this conclusion by counting 
as bona lido voters alleged appli- 

cations for registration in tho districts 
of the Lower Fraser. In all the other 
Mainland districts there are only 53 
such applications, 

If the Columbian's mathematical argu- 
ment, which the Times endorses, is 
worth anything it-i application would 
disfranchise nearly the whole of the 
Mainland outside of the Lower Fraser. 
It would divide the Mainland represen- 
tation of IV members in the proportion 
of 2,628 to 6,556. This would give about 
twelve members to the Lower Fraser, 
and only live to he divided among the 
other Mainland districts. This is how 
tho Columbian, with tho approval of 
the Times, would divide tho representa- 
tion of the Mainland. 

The Columbian's argument is, ol 
course, directed against the Island. It 
•lain ix for ho Lower Fraser nearly R8 
many members in the Legislative Assem- 
bly tia the whole Island of Vancouver. 

It asserts that there arc on the whole 
Island only 7,111 voters, while there 
•re on the Lower Fraser 0,056 voters, 
•ml contends that the representation of 

those* tWO sections of the province 
should bo in these proportions. That is, 
if tho Island as a whole gets 16 repre- 
sentatives, the Lower Fraser alone is 
entitled to 14 at the very least. And 
this calculation is one to which the 
Times gives its sanction. Jt Would 
exalt the Lower Fraser at the expense 
of both tho Island ami the inland dis- 
tricts of the Mainland. Ll has not the 



li Y KURT'S RESIGN A TION. 

Mr. Rykert did well to resign hi 
seat in the House of Commons. If he 
had done so as soon us he knew that the 
timber-limit transaction was to be 
.nought before Parliament he would 
have been prudent. 11c must have 
known that the evidence against him 
was very strong, and that In- had noth- 
ing to say in his defence. 

It is quite possible that he depended 
upon his party to get him out of the 
difficulty iu which he had placed him- 
self, and much, no doubt, would have 
been done for him by Liberal Conserva- 
tive members if they could with a clear 
ionscience save him from humiliation 
aid disgrace. Hut the case was too 
strong against Mr. Rykert to admit of 
their taking his part. 

It is folly for him to say that he had 
not received fair play. His political 
friends would not only have seen that 
he had fair play, but they were disposed 
to extend to him every indulgence, li 
there had been any doubt as to the im- 
propriety of his conduct he would have 
received the full benefit of that doubt. 
But it could be seen from the attitude 
assumed by Sir John Thompson, at. the 
commencement of the proceedings, that 
he regarded Mr. Kykert's case as hope, 
less. If Sir Richard Cartwright could 
prove the charges he hail preferred 
against Mr. Rykert, if the let- 
ters he produced were genuine, 
arid if the letters and other documents 
showed the true nature of the timber* 
limit transaction, the Parliamentary 
committee had no course open to it but 
to condemn the member for Lincoln 

The genuineness of the documents 

was not denied, and evidence was pro- 
duced to convince the committee that 
Mr. Rykert had made an improper use 
of his position as a member of the House 
of Commons. Not to have censured 
him would have made the members par- 
ticipators in his offence, This was not 
to be expected. He depended alto- 
gether loo much upon party spirit when 
he required the members of the majority 
to condone bo grave an offence as that 
of which he had been guilty. 

It appears that Mr. Rykert places 
great dependence on the the decision of 
the electors of Lincoln. He seems to 
think that he will be absolved by his 
Constituents, anil that Parliament and 
tho country must consider him com. 
pletely rehabilitated if he is again re- 
turned to Parliament by the county of 
Lincoln. Altogether too much faith 
is, by some politicians, placed in tin- 
absolving power of the popular vote, 
rhey seem to think that re-election dis- 
proves all accusations and washes away 
the stain of every offence. This is a 
very great mistake. If Mr. Rykert is 
elected for Lincoln next month he will 
bo the same Mr. Rykert as he is to-day. 
All that his return will prove will be 
that the electors oi Lincoln arc politici- 
ans of very easy virtue. We hardly 
think, however, that Mr. Rykert will 
again present himself for election. 
Even if he were elected , which, after all 
that has passed, must be very doubtful, 
indeed, his position in Parliament would 
bo most unenviable.

That Japan is fast adopting the cus- 
toms of the West is now well known. 
It is also endeavoring to shape its pub- 
lie policy and its governmental institu- 
tions after the European pattern. What 
success it will have remains to be seen.

Hon. Henry Boyle Seeking a Lost 
Brother. 



A Peer Steps Out Into Oblivion Without 
Leaving u Trace— Officers of the 
Premier Wanted. 

(.Scaalo Post-Intolllgonoor), 
EJpn. Henry Boy la is at the Rainier 
Botol, balling in his long .search for 
ii missing brother, of whom not it 
word has been heard for two years. 
A coronet and a comfortable fortune 
await him, but he has completely dis- 
appeared since lie stepped aboard the 
Premier at Vanoouvor in November, 
1«S7. About l882Itobert Boyle, who 
bore the courtesy title of Viscount 
B yle, accompanied his brother Henry 
tu Canada, attracted by the induce- 
ment held out of profitable returns 
for investment in the lands of the 
great Northwest. They were the 
sons of the Karl of Shannon, an Irish 
peer, whose property had depreciated 
through the land troubles, and were 
determined tostrikooutfor themselves. 
The younger went immediately to 
ranching near McCloud, nr McLood, 
but the elder, having expectations us 
well as an immediate income, in- 
dulged his taste for hunting and Bail- 
ing, lie had held a commission in 
the Rifle brigade, which lie resigned 
to go with Ins brother, and his mili- 
tary associations led him much into 
the company of the mounted police, 
for the captain of which in his neigh- 
borhood he: formed u strong friend- 
ship ilo was then a well-educated, 
gentlemanly but jovial young fellow 
of 23 years of uge. and became so 
popular that he was elected to the 
i ' iiiucil of the Northwest. ' 

Alter two terms he suddenly re- 
signed, seeming to have no taste for 
the dull proceedings of the territorial

clews he has sought to follov in his 
footsteps since lie left 1 h( mining 
camp.

They are shown tho room in which the 
poet tirst saw the light, as well as tin 
"original" furniture used by Burns' 
parents. Will it be believed that tin 
genuinely original furniture of the 
cottage was sold off by public roup in 
September, 18-1.'5, most, of it being 
now in tho possession of a gentleman 
in Manchester, who wants a thousand 
pnuids for the following articles:— 
The father's chair, the mother's chair, 
tho poet's chair, Pembroke table with j 
llap, another without Hap, the mother's 
work table, chest of drawers, oighl 
day clock, corner cupboard, drinking I 
cup of wood, alo horn, table bell, tea 
caddy, toddy ladle, twelve chairs sup- 
plied by tho "Miller Goudie," the 
SWnrd w orn by Burns as an excise- 
man, and the probe he used on his 
preventive excursions. All these are 
authenticated by letters from men 
who had seen them before LSI",. The 
seller throws in five visitors' books— 
from 1829 to 1843— c ntaining 7,01)0 
autographs, as well as a letter of the 
poet's. Here is a chance for some 
Scotch museum or Burns club. Thej 
were offered for sale to the Secretary 
for Scotland, but his secretary wrote 
that while they were of "no value,' 
they might be given to the nation. 
The seller replied that, 11s the nation 
had never given him anything, he did 
not see his way to curry out the pro- 
posal. A sixpence from every mem- 
ber of a Burns club would secure the 
collection.

MENTAL CONTAGION. 

Epidemic Outbreak* Thut Seriously Af- 
fect the Nerves anil llraln. 

I The illustrious French philosopher, Es- 
quirol, first clearly defined, under the term 
I "moral contagion." that in the study ol 
j mental phenomena there may be detected 
\ variations of action and divergencies from 
the ordinary or natural conditions, which 
J aro excited by contagion in tho same way 
as physical dorangements are excited by 
physical contagions. Despine, of Mar- 
I sondes, who in many respects may bo com- 
pared with his great master, Esquirol, has 
followed this line of study with wonderful 
; success, and has given to us a history of 
: moral contagion which claims the attention 
I of every social scholar. For my part, ob- 
serves a writer in Longman's Magazine, 
I like and approve of all that these teachers 
teach except the term they use to set forth 
their argument. I prefer tho term mental 
contagion to that of moral contagion. Moral 
contagion lean not conceive as conveying 
any sense of variation from a standard 
health of mind, and any contagion moral in 
its nature would to me indicate a contagion 
that was good, and therefore contrary in 
its nature from tho idea of contamination 
usually connected with the word contagion. 
I therefore choose the term "mental con- 
tagion" as being more to the point and in- 
most in accord with the commonly accepted 
expression. We will st tidy this division oi 
our subject under that title. 

The unhealthy mind affected by mental 
contagion presents itself, when it is care- 
fully observed, over a much more extended 
Held than is generally supposed. It is, in 
fact, a representation of a series of phe 
nomena so widely spread that its very ex- 
tent is a cause of its obscurity; we aro so 
familiar with it that we do not recognize it; 
we are so familiar with its results that we 
come to look on them as occurrences suffi- 
ciently coimnon antl natural to be unavoid- 
able, li is only when we are oril leal in our 
analysis that tho obscurity begins to pass 
away, and the character of the phenomena 
appears in all its clearness and extensive- 
ncss. When theso phenomena aro recog- 
nized it is astonishing how contagious 
affections of mental origin are seen to ro 
semble in their course those arising from 
simple physical contagions. Sometimes 
they take a spreading or epidemic charac- 
ter after the manner of tho so-called catch 
inn diseases with winch we are most 
familiar, and are seen to widen into great 
epidemic outbreaks, extending over large 
tracts of country, and causing the 
strangest of effects known in history. One 
of these marvelous outbreaks of mental 
contagious disease, not to name any more, 
was the dancing mania of the fourteenth 
century, during which assemblages of men 
and women who had come out of Germany 
to Aix la Chapolle, united by one common j 
delusion, formed circles, band in hand, and, 1 
appearing to have lost all coutrol over their j

At other times these outbreaks from men 
tal contagion, in which one victim has foW 
lowed another, have taken what, in regard ] 
to more ordinary known diseases, is called i 
tho sporadic form— that is to say, have 
been developed or have broken out in some 
particular locality, and have not extended | 

beyond the boundaries of the locality. An 
i outbreak of a convulsive typo, arising from 
fear, once occurred at a manufactory at 
Hodden Bridge, in Lancashire, In which 
outbreak over twenty persons, taking the 
Contagion from one individual, wero at- 
tacked most severely, but without communi- 
cating the affection beyond the place whore 
it broke out. bike the common contagious 
diseases, these diseases of mental contagion 
have been known to have their seasonal 
proclivities. The ordinary spreading dis- 
eases, such as measles, scarlet lover, 
cholera, typhus, have each their favorable 
seasons of intensity and decline, their max- 
imum and their minimum periods. It is the 
sumo with tho affections of mental typt 
which spring from contagions influences. 

Iu the Shetland islands a contagious con- 
vulsive affection, which was ultimately 
cured and prevented by moral means alone 
broke out in the year 1817 during the sum 
mer months, and recurred every year dur- 
ing tho same months uutil it was flnall} 
disposed of. In like manner suicide, whict 
may be looked on as a distinct form of men 
tal disease, is of a contagious character, 6C 
contagious that durintr tho reign of the tit-si

to be burned because one soldier set the ex- 
ample of hanging himself in a sentry box 
Suicide also has its season of height and de- 
cline, its maximum being reached in June 
nnd its minimum in February, like a true 
epidemic. Another singular and important 
characteristic quality of the contagious 
mental diseases— one of immense impor- 
tance to remember, and one which links 
their phenomena very closely with those of 
the common contagious diseases— is what 
may bo called the line and order of develop- 
ment, course and decline. Tho common con- 
tagious diseases usually commence from a 
single point, rapidly increasing in intensity, 
and then decline often as suddenly as thoy 
came on the field. The same is seen in the 
contagious menial diseases. Despine illus- 
trates this very cogently fiomthe contagion 
of tho duel. In the beginning it is neces- 
sary to have some greal cause to induce the 
disease of mind which leads to a first con- 
test of dueling. But let the contagion go on, 
and soon the merest pretext is sufficient to 
oxcito tho phenomenon, until at last it 
ceases altogether for the t ime, as if it wore; 
worn out by its own excessive fury and 

folly.

Trunk has made Toil 'and , 
.Maine, its winter port , but 

now there is a likelihood, 

conditional upon the government 
graining certain aid, of Halifax being 
made the whiter terminus. Some 
years ago the eastern terminus of the 
Grand Trunk was al River du Loup, 
but that company sold the stretch of 
line between Quebec and River du 
Loup, about 120 miles in len th, to 
the government, and it now forms 
part of the Intercolonial system. Last 
yeara line, known as the Temiscouata 
railway, was construe ed from Rivei 
du Loup to Edmunston in northern 
New Brunswick, there connecting 
with the Now Brunswick system of 
railways, and it. is the River du Loup 
division of the Intercolonial and this 
new Toiniscouata line which the 
Grand Trunk ia anxious to utilize as 
part of its all-Ou adian route to the 
Atlantic sea-board. To give an effec- 
tive road it »v i 1 1 be necessary to con- 
struct an air line from Edmunston to 
Mon : >n, a distance of about '200 
milff, and from that point the Inter- 
colonial will be used both to Halifax 
and St. John. The Grand Trunk 
railway company is exceedingly desir- 
ous of securing from the government 
a subsidy to enable them to build the 
line to Monetoti, and perhaps- before 
this letter reaches Victoria 1 shall 
have wired th ■ official announce- 
ment of the government's intention. 
Strenuous efforts have Leon put for- 
ward on behalf of the Grand Trunk 
Railway company to secure the de- 
sired object, li ia pointed out that 
it will he far more advantageous to 
the country to spend §2,000,000 upon 
a road of tins character, which would 
be 'if such great advantage to the 
people of the maritime provincos, 
rather than conurue! the Harvey- 
Salisbury branch, w hich road, by the 
way, according l" the official report of 
the location survey, would only save 
3(J miles in the distance between 
Montreal and Halifax as compared 
with the present O.P.R. line via St. 
John. I am hound to say that since 
last session a great change has come 
over the minds of the commoners as 
to the utility of the Harvey-Salisbury 
branch, so much so that it is doubtful 
whether the government will ask par- 
liament to vole money this session to 
construct i'. 

THE NEW WESTMINSTER PENITENTIARY. 

The little unpleasantness w hich oc- 
curred this week between Senator Mc- 
. Innes, oi New Westminster, and Mr. 
Moylan, nupector of penitentiaries, 
has ended happily, all hough perhaps 
thero may J'et be rankling in the 
breast of the burly senator a little ill- 
feelin,'. There is no doubt whatever 
that the language w hich the inspector 
used in his report could be construed 
by any one who is acquainted with 
the facts of the case, as a shot at 
Senator Mclnnes, although the ill- 
Bpector now emphatically disavows 
any such intention as to wound the 
se ceptibilitiei of the senator.

THE nilK.MNKH FUIi.S COMMITTEE. 
A fairer parliamentary committee 
of enquiry than that which has been 
investigating tho charges against 
General Middleton has not met at 
Ottawa for many a long year. It was 
evident, indeed, to one who followed 
the evidence closely that there could 
bo but one righ ful ending of tho in- 
vestigation, and the committee has 
manfully done its duty, although in 
so doing they have had to bring in a 
severe rep irt of censure on the Major 
General commanding. The evidence 
clearly showed that Middlet n or lerpd 
Breniner's furs to be confiscated, and 
that he appropriated part of tbem ti 
tho personal use of himself and the 
members of his stall', but the most 
careful inquiry failed to elicit any in- 
formation as to what became of the 
furs, as, according to the evidence, 
after they wore placed on board the 
steamer at Buttleford to be brought 
down to Winnipeg, no ono seems 3 to 
know- what became of them.

whatever why the government should 
pay this amount, Parliament voted 
General Middleton tho sum of $20,- 
000 for his services in suppressing the 
rebellion, and out of this sum he 
could well Afford to make amends for

fund for tho security of die notes did 
not actually form, as designed, n 
limited Ii tbility, In the event of a 
huge failure, such a one, indeed, as 
can hardly bo expected to occur, the 
lund could be drawn upon again and 
again, the banks continually replen- 
ishing it until the associated and 
Holvent banks would have paid tho 
full liability of the institution which, 
by mismanagement »r dishonesty, has 
dissipated its assets.

INTERCOLONIAL TKA UK. 

The last Monday in the session 
available for the use of private mem- 
bers was occupied by General Laurie 
in discussing tho question of building 
up a trade with the sister colonies of 
Australia, the West Indies and South 
Africa. These colonies import very 
largely of manufactured goods, and 
General Laurie claimed that if we had 
favorable treaties with them we could 
enjoy the advantages derivable from 
a share of that business. According 
to last year's statistics our manufac- 
turing exports to the British posses- 
sions were as follows : Newfound- 
land, $255,030; Australia, $164,084; 
British Africa, $14,369; British 
Guinea, §-',217; West Indies, !?;)(),- 
396, and East Indies, $80. After all 
this is hut a very small trade, and is 
undoubtedly capable of being mater- 
ially increased. There is a prospect 
especially of a large increase this year 
in the trade with the West Indies, as 
the line of steamers, which commenced 
running direct from St. John, New 
Brunswick to West Indian ports, is 
doing remarkably well. A great ex- 
hibition is to be held at Jamaica, next 
year, and, as already announced, 
Canada will make a thoroughly repre- 
sentative display there; and while, 
perhaps, there may not be any great 
openings for British Columbia, still 
your people ought not to neglect the 
opportunity to show what the re- 
sources and capabilities of the pro- 
vince are. In the event of a live 
representative commissioner being 
appointed there is no reason what- 
ever why Canada should not be able 
to divert a large amount of trade 
which now goes to the United States. 
GOOD-BYE, 

With the departure for home last 
evening of Mr. Prior, Mr. Mara, and 
Mr. Barnard, there is quite a break in 
tho ranks of the B. 0. contingent in 
the Commons, and it may be looked 
upon as a pretty good indication that 
tho end of the session is in t far dis- 
tant. The work of a member of 
parliament is not always apparent on 
the surface. People have little con- 
ception of the amount of time which 
is required to bo spu'.t, the worry 
and vexation of spirit which often fol- 
lows, the arrival of a mem her at 
Qttawa. A score of requests come in 
from constituents almost every day, 
the departments have to bo haunted, 
and it is by no means an easy task to 
see ministers at the particular moment 
when a member would like to inter- 
view them. C rreSpondence has to 
be attended to, and that promptly, as 
there is not a constituent, but what 
thinks he is entitled to first considera- 
tion at the hands of his representa- 
tives. This session Col. Prior and 
Mr. Earle have done nobly by the 
people of Victoria. Mr. Earle would 
have greatly liked to have returned 
wi h his B.C. colleagues, but loyalty 
to 'he interests of his constituents 
will keep him here until prorogation 
day. Although this has been Mr. 
Katie's first session, he has fallen in 
with tho ways of tho House like all 
old campaigner, and there are no 
two more popular men in ;ho Com- 
mons than Col. Prior and he. Strong 
representations have been mado.to I ho 
government by the two gentlemen in 
matters peculiarly! affecting Victoria's 
interests, and if the appropriations are 
not what tho City desires, it is not be- 
cause Victoria's members have nol 
spoken out plainly. In conjunction 
with Messrs. Mara and Barnard they 
have formed a solid contingent in tho 
interests of the province. Tho ques- 
tion ofthe remission of the duties on 
mining machinery has been the great 
point for united action, and :he mat- 
ter stands in as good shape as it is 
possible to get it, considering the cir- 
cumstances of the case. There is this 
meed of praise due to Mr. Mara that 
ow ing to tho illness and death of Mr. 
Chisholm, tho work of attending to 
the wants of two constituencies has 
fallen upon tho member for Yale, and 
he has done his work without a mur- 
mur. The ministerialists in the 
House were sorry to part with them.

CITY MOTHERS. 



The Petticoat Government 
Edgerton, Kansas. 
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How tho Ladles Came to assume Control 
of Municipal Matters In 
tlnit Town. 



It does not happen that n woman be- 
comes a Mayor and a mother in the 
same week. The State of Kansas, so 
justly famed for its fertility of resources 
in the way of producing surprises for the 
nation, has added tho "above-mentioned 
feat to its performances in tho lino of 
the sensational and startling. 

Tho little town of Edgorton, says a 
correspondent of the Chicatro Tribune, 
has made itself famous by a clean sweep 
of the horrid men, and their places in 

after ihe necessary formalities following 
an election, by women, the majority of 
whom are young and pretty, and whose 
womanhood has just been crowned and 
perfected by motherhood. 

Edgerton is situated on tho southern 
line of Johnson county — ;i county that 
is known far and wide as the banner 
county of Kaunas. 

Tile names of the chosen band and the 
offices to which they were duly elected 
the first Monday in April are as follows; 
Mrs. \V. H. Kelly, Mayor; Mrs. Thos. 
Grcor, Police Judge; Mrs. S. 15. Ewart, 
Mrs. Sarah E. Stewart, Mrs. ft. G. 
lfoblen, Mrs, Nat Boss, Mrs. Brown, 
Councilwomen. 

The contest w hich ended in the suc- 
cess of the ladies' ticket was the hot- 
test in the history of the town and the 
winners are justly elated at the result. 
As has been the case in other Kansas 
towns where women have gone out from 
their homes to enter the political arena, 
the cause that inspired them was the 
threatened danger to their homes. The 
liquor question, or in other words, law 
and order, lias over been the prime 
cause of Kansas women entering a po- 
litical campaign. 

A similar slate of affairs to that 
which existed a year ago at Oskaloosa 
led Edgerton to turn tojiettieoat rule 
lor relief. City business nad been ne- 
glected. Month after month the City 
Clerk. VV. H. Kelly, would meet Mayor 
Nat Boss in the Council chamber, but 
the City bathers would not be there. 
The clerk would record simply that 
the Council adjourned without trans- 
acting any business, a record being re- 
quired to keep the city from forfeiting 
its charter. The men took litllw inter- 
est in public affairs. The city marshal 
was summoned to his long home, and 
the mayor could not get enough council- 
men together to confirm bis successor. 
There was considerable disorder, and 
the saloon element had things its own 
w a y. I lard eider joints were run wide 
open the Sabbath day. There was cry- 
ing need of reform, and it is believed 
the elect inn ,,f the ladies will etl'ect the 
desired end. 

Cilj Clerk Kelly is endeavoring to 
Bud room in the antechamber of the 
council for the construction of bunks 
for the babies, and contemplates the 
selection of a muscular female for as- 
sistant sergeant-at-arms, whoso duty 
it shall be to to sec that the progeny of 
the "city mothers" do not interfere 
with the proceedings of that august 

body. 

Lor City Clerk there is no contest, 
and W. H. Kelly, the incumbent, who 
has the honor of being the husband of 
the Mayor-elect, is betting quietly with 
himself that be stands in with the new 
Mayor well enough lu secure a reap- 
pointment; butbe is not quite so cer- 
tain of being continued by the Council, 
as some of the members have husbands 
and may possibly pool issues and bring 
on a deadlock. 



CANADIAN BANKING. 

An Interesting Comparison With the 
United States System. 

Mr. B. E. Walker, general man- 
ager of the Canadian Bunk of Com- 
merce, has recent y issued a pamphlet 
entitled "The Canadian System of 
Banking and the National Banking 
System of the United States." The 
author says he lias prepared this 
"brochure" in view of the manner in 
w hich the subject lias been brought 
before the country by tho int roduc- 
tion of Hon. Mr. Foster's Banking 
Bill. He points out that a banking 
system, to be acceptable, should af- 
ford the greatest possible measure of 
safety to the depositor; and by com- 
paring that of Canada with the Uni- 
ted States, says of the former that 
there is no system m the world where 
;reater secui ity is offered to deposi- 
tors. Then the system should supply 
the legitimate wants of the borrower 
no merely under ordinary circum- 
stances, but in times of financial stress 
without that curtailment which leads 
to abnormal rates of interest and to 
failures. With regard to this he asks : 
•' In what other country is such a 
splendid development of banking to 
be seen as that involved in this coun- 
try in trausfering the idle money of 
the Atlantic towns and cities to the 
new centres of enterprise on the 
Pacifier' Morover, he adds, that "so 
perfectly is this distribution of capital 
made that, as between the highest 
class borrower, in Montreal or Toron- 
to and the ordinary merchant in the 
Northwest, the difference in interest 
paid is not more than two per cent." 

Indeed, Mr. Walker declares tha' 
he does not know any country in the 
world so well .supplied with banking 
laeilities as Canada, whose branch sys- 
tem not only enables every town 
,,f 1,000 or I,-_'0<) people, to have a 
joint stock bank, but to have a bank 
with a power behind it, generally 
twenty to fifty times greater than a 
small bank ill tho United Stales would 
have. As to the currency and bank 
note issue.), the conclusion arrived at 
is that if we had a cireii ation secured 
by Dominion bonds, bearing a rate of 
interesl which would make the busi- 
ness of issuing notes secured thereby 
a profitable one, we would have too 
much currency, but fortunately, the 
credit of Canada now is vastly differ- 
ent from the credit of the United 
States in 1803, and it would bo im- 
possible for the government to givo 
the bank bonds bearing a rate ol in- 
terest that would render the issue of 
currency profitable. The author 
maintains thai our interest and our 
d u | y is to make our OVi n banking 
system perfect by adding to it the 
good qualities of the National Bank 
currency, without also adding the 
evils of the United States National 
system.

A BY-LAW 

To authorize the sale of luiuls within 
tho City of Victoria, upon which 
taxes liavo been duo and in art-ear 
for two yeare. 



WHEREAS IT Id EXPEDIENT THAT 
all lnnils or parcels of lnntla within 
tho City of Vlptorla upon which taxes have 
been duo and in urroar for two yours slmll 
bo told and tho proceeds nppliod □ cho 
reduction of such taxes ; 

Ho it therefore onucted by tho Mayor 
and Aldormon of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria :— 

1. The Collector of the Municipal Council 
of tho City of Victoria is hereby authorized 
and directed, whensoever taxes on any land 
havs been duo for two years preeedinf; the 
current year, to submit to the Mayor of tho 
City of Victorian list in duplicate of all the 
lands liable under tho provisions of this 
By-law to bo pold for taxes, with the amount 
of arrears ogalnBt each lot set opposite to 
thoBame ; and the Mayor shall authenticate 

sucli lists byafflxine thereto tho seal in the 
Corporation and his signature, and one Ol 
such lists shall lie deposited with the Claris 
of tho Corporation and tho other shall be 
returned to tho Collector with a warrant 
thereto annexed under tho hand of the 
Mayor uml tho seal of tho Corporation, 
commandlDB him to levy upon the land for 
tho arrears duo thereon, with his costs. 

•2. Itshill notbo tho duty of thoCollcctor 
to muko Inquiry before cH'ccting a sale of 
lands for taxes to ascertain whether or not 
thero Is any distress upon the land ; nor 
shall he be bound to Inquire into or lorm 
any opinion of tho value of the land. 

,'t. Tho Collector islitill prepare a copy of 
the list of lands to be sold and shall include 
therein, in a soparato column, a statement 
of i he t rbporttori of costs chargeable on 
each lot for advertising and for tho com- 
missions authorized by this By-law to be 
paid to him, and shall cause such list to be 
published in somo daily paper in the City 
of Victoria for a period of three months 
preceding such intended salo. 

I, The advertisement shall contain a noti- 
fication that unless tho arrears and costs 
ore sooner paid ho will proceed lo sell tho 
lands for the taxes on a day, a time, and at 
u place named in the advertisement. 

5. Tho Collector shall, at least throe 
months before the time of Bale, also deliver 
to or deposit in tho post oilleo to the 
address or the owner of such property 
which is to bo sold for taxes as aforesaid, 
or to tho agont of such owner, a notlco in 
writing of the amount of taxes duo and 
that the property is 1 1 bo sold for arrears 
so due, and i.i case tho address of the 
owner or agent is unknown a notice to t he 
same effect shall bo posted upon the land 
Intended to be sold ; and also, at least three 
months before tho time of sale, post a notice 
similar to thoaboyo advertisement In some 
convenient and public places, that is to say, 
at tho Council Chambers, Victoria, and in 
the l'ost Offloe building, Victoria. 

6. Tho day of so!o shall bo tho ninetieth 
day after the publi, ition of such list ex- 
clusive of the day of such publication, ex- 
cept in caso the said ninetieth day shall 
fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such sale shall take place on the following 
day, at the Council Chambers in tho City 
of Victoria, and shall begin at twelve 
o'clock noon. 

7. If at any time appointed for the sale 
of the land., no bidders appear, the Collector 
may adjourn it.- .- ale from time to time. 

8. If the taxos have not been previously 
collected, or if no one appears to pay the 
same at tha timo and place appointed for 
tho sale, tho Collector shall sell at public 
auction so much of 'he land as maybe 
sufficient to discharge the taxes and all 
lawful charges incurred in and about tin; 
sale and tho collection of the taxes, selling 
In preference such part us ho may consider 
best for the owner to sell Brat; and In 
offering such hinds for sale it shall not be 
necessary to describe particularly the por- 
tion of the lotorscction which shall be sold, 
but it will be sufficient to s'ty that he will 
sell so much of the lot or section as shall be 
necessary lo secure the payment of the 
taxes duo, and the amount of taxes slated 
in tho advertisement shall in all cases be 
prima facie evidence of the correct amount 
due. 

I). If the Collector fails at such sale to 
sell such land for the full amount of arrears 
of tho taxes due, he shdl at 3iich sale ad- 
journ tho sumo until a day to be public ly 
named by him, not earlier t han one week 
nor later than three months thereafter, of 
which adjourned sale ha shall give notice 
by advertisement in one of the local papers 
in which the original notice was advertised, 
and on such day he shall sell such lauds for 
any sum he can realicej and shall accept 
such sum as full payment for such arrears 
of taxes. 

10. If tho purchaser of any property or 
parcel of land fails immediately to pay to 
the Collector the amount of the purchase 
money, tho Collector shall forthwith again 
put up the property for sale. 

II. Immediately after every sale, the 
Collector shall return a list of the arrears 
satisfied by such sale to the Clerk of the 
Corporation, and shall at the sumo time 
pay in the proceeds of such sale to I lie 
Treasurer of the said Corporation. 

12. The Collector, after selling any land 
for taxes, shall give a certificate under his 
hand to the purchaser, staling distinctly 
whal part or portion, us tho case may bo, 
of the laud, and what interest therein have 
been sold, or stating that tho whole lot, 
section or estate has been so sold, and 
describing the same, and also staling the 
quantity of land, tho sum for which il has 
been sold and Ihe expenses of sale, and 
further stating that a deed conveying the 
same to tho purchaser or his assigns 
according to tho nature of the eslnti 
interest sold, will be executed by him, I 
the .Mayor, on his or their demand al any 
time after tho expiration of one yiar from 
the date of the certificate, if the land be 
not previously redeemed. 

13. Tho Collector shull bo entitled to five 
per centum commission upon the sums 
collected by him as aforesaid. 

11, This By law may be cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Victoria Itoal Estate Tax 
Sale By-law, 1S90,"

THE L0ENE RETURNS 

With Latest News from the West Coast 
Stations ami the Sealing Fleet. 

The tu^; Lome, Capt. Christonseu, 
wi h a pleasure party of ladiea and 
gentlemen, the latter interested in the 
sealing industry, returned from Ahou- 
sett, Uculet, andlClayoquot, yesterday 
morning. A delightful trip had been 
enjoyed, the excursionists pronouncing 
the scenery along the various parts of 
the West Coast touched upon, 
beyond description. One of tho party, 
who voices the sentiments of all, says 
that the pictures presented as each 
rocky point was rounded and each 
peaceful bay entered, seemed to be 
pages taken from Fenimore Cooper's 
portfolio of word paintings. There was 
the wild grandeur of nature, unmarred 
by tho hand of civilization — tho still 
water for a foreground, the dark forest 
rising behind, and tho bluest of blue 
Skies over all. 

There is very little activity at any of 
the Coast stations, other than that 
occasioned by the culling of tho North 
bound sealing sehoonors. The Indian 
crews are all willing to ship for lichring's 
Sea, and find no difficulty in getting 
work. The Teresa, which refitted at 
Mr. Pen ney's station, left 124 skins; the 
Ariel and the Black Diamond will also 
refit at Cluyoquot, and tho Beatrice at 
Ahouaett. 

The sealers spoken and sup- 
plied by the Lome, which ulso 
brought back their catches, were tho 
Viva, with -2&2 skins; Pathfinder, 305; 
Mary Taylor, 114; Kate, catch not 
given. The Venture was passed on the 
return trip, inward bound. 

At Ahousett an old Indian chief was 
met with, who proved very talkative on 
the lichring's Sea question, lie could 
not', he said, understand what was the 
matter with tho " King George people." 
Their big ships and light ing men seemed 
to be all asleep, ami when their schoon- 
ers were taken by the little American 
fighting boat, when the King George 
Indians had their canoes and sealskins 
stolen, the King George Chiefs seemed 
to be still too sleepy to do anything. 
He was beginning to get ashamed to let 
people know he was a " King George." 

News was received at Cluyoquot that 
the C. II. Tupper had been reported 
since leaving San Francisco, with one 
hundred odd skins, sailing direct for 
lichring's Sea. At Clnyoquot also was 
found tlie name board of the lost bark 
"Nellie May," which, with part of the 
wreckage, was brought back to Victoria. 
There had been no accidents or sickness 
on any of the schooners.

Uth says: Spring sal- 
{ extremely well, am 
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ready sale at very favorable prices. The 
oolachan run was very good yesterday, 
Indians bringing them in in large quan- 
tities. The Buckeye run is not expected 
before the latter part of June, but most 
of the canneries are busy with their 
preparations to can them when they do 
come.

A NEW PILOT SERVICE BOAT 

Which Is :o hi' She Fa*:^; Sailing Crall 
Bound Here— A Handsome .Model. 

" She's being built to be the fastest 
craft round here." This was said of tho 
pilot boat which Mr. .1. 11. Mair is 
building for Captain Urquhart, to be 
used in tho pilot service in connection 
with the China boats. A handsome 
cutter rigged boat she will be, clean 
built, substantially put together, 
moulded dimensions 50 feet over all, 12 
feet beam, anil 5J feet deep, and made 
out of the longest lance of fir procura- 
ble on Vancouver island. Besides this, 
she will be copper fastened throughout, 
and covered outside from keel to deep 
draught with Mu use's metal A great 
deul of teak wood will housed in the 
deck fittings ; this is not often done, and 
will be very costly as well as good look- 
ing. The interior will comprise a 
saloon 25 feet long, and a large cabin 
with a depth of seven and a half feet, 
and a cook and mess room. Along with 
this there will be a large hold capacity. 
The estimate for building alone is 
figured at §2,500, but after this comes 
the decorative part, the fittings, sails 
and general furnishings, which 
about double the above sum. 
sails, bits, cabins, stairs ami 
parts will be brass mounted an 
gantry finished. Gilding will figure 
prominently and will add considerably 
to the rich appearance of the boat, 
None but the latest appliances will be 
used throughout, from ropes to steering 
apparatus. Mr. Jeune has in hand the 
task of supplying her rigging.
